A Smuggling Seheme.

Passing throngh Hudson street with
a friend, | chanced to pres the establish-
ment of a firm of *'folders and repack-
e1s'’ of dry goods. Before the door wero
a hundred or more little bales of goods,
bearing odd markings, but showing that
they wore destined for s firm in Texns,
deing business in o town peny the Mex-
ican line.

“Do yon know,” asked my compnn-
fon, “why those goods are put up in
such small pnekages:™

Upon veplying in the negative he con-
tinued:  They are to be gmugeled across
the Mexican Hne, The goods are pur-
ehused in their original panekages and
delivered bere.  The wooden bhoxes are
discarded, and the goods sabjected to
hydraunlic pressurs and baled, Each
bale contains about 30 pieces, or half the
unmber of an ordinary dry goods case.

“The goods are then shipped to Tex-
as, and all marks romoved. When all
is arranged, some night the little bales
aro slung across tho backs of mules,
two bales to gnch animal, and with an
armed escort the train proceeds over the
border to some distributing poiot in
Mexico, where the gooda are sold to Mex-
ican traders at a good profit.

"“Smuggling in this manner is quite
extensively carried on between this
country and Mexico, the United States
getting in retarn for ita dry goods,
which are the most easily handled, cheap
Mexican coffee and cigurs. ''—New York
Herald.

America's Only Fr Paelt,

What issn to be the only frost-
less belt in the United States lies be-
tween the olty of Los Angeles and the
Pacific ocean, It traverses the foothilla
of the Cahuenga range and has an ele-
vation of between 200 and 400 feet, In
breadth it is perhaps three miles, The
waters of the Pacific are visible from
it, and the proximity of the ocean has
of course eomething to do with banish-
ing frosts, During the winter season
this traot produces tomatoes, peas,
beans and other tender vegetables, and
here the lemon flourishes, a treo that is
peculiarly susceptible to cold, Tropical
trees may bo also cultivated with suc-
cesa, and in conneetion with this fact it
is intoresting to know that a part of the
faveraed territory has been neguired by
Los Angeles for park purposes, and it
is muly aquestion of timo when the city
will have the unique distinction of pos-
sewsing the only tropical park in the
United States, Strange to say, only
the midway region of the Cahuengu
yango is free from frost, the lower part
of the valley boing oconsionally visited,

Mrs: Bomney's Water Cooler.

The Colorado jouroalist, Mrs, Rom-
ney, has patented, among several other
articles, a water cooler which does not
require ioe. It is a covered recoptacle,
of cellular brickwnre, manufactured of
clay, sawdnst and asbestus fiber, In
the process the sawdust s burned out,
leaving the product cellnlar, or porons,
The receptacles, with the water to be
kept cool within, stands in a tray of
galvanized iron, which holds water ton
depth of two or threeinches, By reason
of the porosity of the cooler and the force
of capillary attraction, the water in
the tray constantly risea throngh the
oellular walls of the receptacle, and is
as constantly svaporated —thereby kesp-
ing the water inside as cool aa it is usu-
ally drawn from a well or spring.—Den-
ver Lotter.
